None of the documents cited in the ISR describes an inductor element that (1) has two 
conductors formed on a substrate so as to overlie each other, be insulated from each other, and 
be connected to each other at one end of each and (2) uses the upper layer conductor as an 
inductor conductor. Nor would such an inductor element have been obvious to one skilled in the 
art. Claims 2 to 10 are dependent on claim 1 and thus the inventions described therein are also 
found to involve both novelty and an inventive step.
